3) Precision-measuring instruments, froducts include 
linear and thickness gauges and optical surface-measuring instruments (for the iron and iron- 
working industry). ... . 

B. Photo-Optics group: 1) Production of a 1 types of photographic lenses. 2) Projection^ depart 
ment; produces epidiascopes, diascopes, motion-picture projectors (sound film), microfilming 
equipment (Dokumentaraufnahmegeraete), microfilm readers (lesegeraete), and other projection 
equipment. 3) Optical section; produces s.Ll types of lenses. The work of this section is 
greatly hindered by the lack of special glass. The Schott Firm in Jena supplies glass for all 
optical products, h) Bphthalmic department; produces ocular instruments and refraction measur- 
ing devices. 5) Telescopes. Products include binooulars of all types (from opera glasses to 
night telescopes), and are almost exclusively exported to the Eastern European countries, 
especially the stronger glasses. The section is not yet engaged in the production of scissors 
telescopes (Scherenglaeser) . 

There is also a third group which produces equipment for armament purposes, as mentioned 
above. One of the sections in this group produces drawing-die diamonds. 

Presumably, apparatuses with high-tension current and high-frequency apparatuses are 
being worked on in Saalfeld. 
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
